Diet in the Chronic Catarrhs of the Gastro- 


Intestinal Tract. 


BOARDMAN REED, M. D., Philadelphia, Pa.

In treating of diet in the chronic 
catarrhal inflammations of the stornach 
and intestines it is not intended to limit 
the discussion to those cases only 
which are usually classed as_ such. 


Our present exact methods show that 


chronic gastric catarrh in its earlier 
stages is rarely accompanied by nausea 
or vomiting and not always by pain in 
the stomach itself; also that cases of 
castritis grave enough to have serious- 
_ ly impaired the health may be charac- 
terized by an increase rather than by 
« diminuation of the appetite. 

Again the same methods prove the 
‘requent coexistence as catarrhal dis- 
case in the small intestines and persis- 
‘ent constipation or constipation alter- 
ating with diarrhea when the disease 
ia8 become more advanced. Obstinate 
chronic diarrhea points usually to an 
“ggravated catarrhal inflammation of 
he intestinal mucous membrane com- 
olicated in many cases with ulceration. 

A proper regulation of the diet is 
mportant in most derangements of 


health—perhaps in all. In those in- 
volving the digestive system it is pecul- 
iarly important. The science of diet- 
etics presupposes that the appetite is 
not a safe guide in all cases and expe- 
rience abundantly confirms this view. 
In the matter of quantity alone there 
are numerous patients who habitually 


eat too much and many more who, in 


consequence usually of a faulty secre- 
tion of the digestive glands, eat to 
little. It can not be too strongly 
emphasized, however, that patients 
suffering with chronic catarrhal inflam- 
mation of the digestive tube require a 
strongly nourishing diet. Their nutri- 
tion is apt to be low and commonly 
shows a strong tendency to sink lower. 
A portion of their food fails of its in- 
tended purpose by undergoing fermen- 
tation or putrefaction instead of diges- 
tion and assimilation. In this way 
there occura not only a positive loss to 
the organism of much needed pabulum | 
but a still greater injury through the 
absorption of toxic substances result-

ing from these morbid processes. 

To offset the depressing effects of 
this two-fold injury there is often a 
craving for food in abnormally large 
quantities, which when taken in the 
three usual meals daily, embarrass the 
system and agravate the existing dis- 
ease by overburdening the viscera, 
producing stagnation and retarding 


digestion with dilitation as an ultimate 


consequence. One remedy in such 
cases is to prescribe more highly con- 
centrated and nourishing kinds of ali- 
ment in the most easily digestible 
forms possible, and when this does not 
suffice to fulfil the needs of nutrition 
without overtaxing the organs, than to 
prescribe smaller meals and more of 
them. 

Numerous theories are current as to 
the particular forms of diet best adapt- 
ed to these catarrhal affections and 
much diversity of practice has result- 
ed. A-reliance chiefly upon the ce- 
reals, vegetables and fruits has been 
urged especially in France, by Dujar- 
din- Beaumetz and others, and still has 
- earnest and honest champions in some 
of our American sanitariums. This 
vegetarian system, in addition to its 
cheapness, has a number of manifest 
advantages in its comparative asepsis_ 
its laxative tendency, its palatability 
for most patients and its valuable nutri- 
tive qualities maintaining the strength 
well and when it agrees often putting 
on flesh rapidly. Yet the observations 
of many physicians and my own experi- 
ence in its use indicate that itis not a 
safe diet in the diseases now under. 
consideration, except possibly in the 
mildest forms of intestinal catarrh asso-

These foods 
disagree because they aie highly fer- 
mentable and often irritating to the 
chronically inflamed mucous mem. 
branes. | 

A nearly exclusive milk diet has its 
votaries and in certain cases proves 
curative, especially when the milk can 
be obtained pure and comparatively 
The ordinary 
commercial milk of cities is always 
from one to three days old when serv- 
ed to the customer, and is often hand- 


led in such a careless manner as to be- 


come dirty and infected with all man- 
ner of germs, even when it escapes the 
grocer impurities resulting from its 
admixture with contaminated water 


and adulteration of drugs to counter- 


act the effects of too long keeping. 
Happily, however, this difficulty has 
recently been well overcome in many 
of the larger cities and it is now possi- 
ble, for the well-to-do classes at least, 
to obtain, in sealed jars, milk which 
when furnished by honest dealers, is 
comparatively pure and aseptic, and 
usually not more than twelve to twen- 
ty-four hours old. Such a milk prop- 
erly modified or diluted may be given 
very largly in many catarrhal cases 
with the utmost advantage, especially 
when a little good bread or toast or 


sometimes a few eygs are added to the 


dailly allowance. But this method 
employed in a merely routine or empil'- 
cal way without any exact knowledge 
as to either the motor power of tle 
stomach or the faults in its secretory 
function is capable of doing harm. 
When there is much gasiric dilitativn 
or even marked atony, milk or any

liquid taken in large quantities is lia- 
ble to aggravate; and when the stom- 


ach is badly infected the same food is 


apt to ferment rapidly. It suits par- 
ticularly well as a rule, in those forms 
of chronic diarrhea where the paucre- 
atic secretion has been wel] preserved. 
However, as Ewald so well says: ‘It 
must also not be forgotton that an ex- 
~ clusive milk diet is a kind of slow star- 
vation, and that to live cn milk alone 
would require much larger quantities 
than the capacity of the stomach would 


allow.” Hence such a diet can not be 


long persevered in without unduly low- 
ering the strength. 

In chronic gastric catarrh Ewald 
and most of the German authorities 
advise a mixed djet without any very 
severe restrictions. They allow meats, 
eggs, milk and many of the carbo- 
hydrates, progcribing, however, fresh- 
ly baked breads, etc., as well as the 
coarser vegetables, strong acids, sharp 
condiments and the stronger liquors. 
They recommend that the starches 
shall have been changed so far as pos- 
sible into dextrin before their ingestion 
end object to dishes cooked with much 
fat. Ewald particularly objects also 
to fat meats and the oilier kinds of 
fish, harh boiled eggs and the tendinous 
parts of meat. Boas takes very similar 
sround, but like various other German 
writers,prescribes diet tables with defi- 
uitely weighed proportions of the pro- 
teits, fats and carbohydrates for each 
meal. Both Ewald and Boas very 
properly caution against too sweeping 
and arbitary prohibitions of whole 
classes of foods in the diet of dyspep- 
tics generally, since every patient has

idiosyncrasies which need to be stu- 
died individually. 

The Ameriean method of limiting 
these patients for a time mainly to 
lean meat and hot water, though on 
a priory grounds irrational and unsafe, 
has borne well the crucial test of ex- 
perience in a large number of cases in 


the hands of several able physicians. 


In the bad cases the patients are put 
at once on the pulp of broiled lean beef 
or beef which having been finely chop- 
ped and deprived of all the fat and. 
tendinous parts is afterwards broiled 
in small cakes. With these is given 
usually a very small portion of stale 


bread or toast without butter and a 


very little raw celery or lettuce—some- 
times also asparagus tips or stewed 
celery with occasionally one orange or 
baked apple daily or a few white 
grapes, the skins and seeds being 
rejected. Coffee and tea may or not: 
be allowed, but the patient is required 
by most advocates of the method to 
drink from one to two quarts, and 
sometimes three quarts, of hot water 
every day. As improvement sets in 
and fermentation lessens, the number 
of articles permitted is gradually en- 


larged, but upon the first sign of a re- 


lapse the strict meat diet is resumed. 
In other cases where the digestion 

is somewhat better, lean meats are 

allowed from the start in the usual 


forms of tender beefsteak and lamb 


chops, the fat and gristle being. re- 
jected. | 
Carried out with extreme rigorous- 
ness in cases adapted to it, this system 
of diet will in the course of four or six 
weeks, even without the aid of stom- 
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ach washing, often greatly lessens 
fermentation. It will ameliorate mark 
edly many stubborn cases of gastric 
or intestinal catarrh, and according to 
the testimony of some of its most zeal- 
ous champions, may even, when follow- 
ed up later in a modified form, effect a 


radical cure, though not usualiy before 


the end of two or three years. 

The more enthusiastic advocates of 
this exclusive diet recommend it as a 
rule in all cases of gastro-intestinal] 
catarrh, and it can not be denied that 
in a considerable proportion of such 
cases when intelligently directed and 
faithfully carried out, it does well. 


It supplies an abundance of highly 


nourishing albuminoid material in a 


form which is comparatively easy of 


digestion, and at the same time is very 
mucb less fermentable than most other 
foods. It is also of small bulk, except 


inordinately Jarge quantities of 


water are taken, thus aiding in over- 
coming dilatation of the stomach and 
bowels. The chief objection to it is 
that the proportion of carbohydrates 
and fats is far too low to support 
nutrition well for any great length of 
time. Then, too, the large quantities 


of hot water often required to be taken 


with the meat inorder to keep up a 
sufficiently active elimination, have im- 
portant contraindications. When the 
heart is very weak, a serious embar- 
rasment may result from throwing in- 
to the circulation such unusual amounts 
of fluid, and when there is much di- 
lation or even marked atony of the 
stomach walls, these conditions are 
almost sure to be aggravated by tak- 
ing in so much fluid. |

Another objection to the routine 
employment of such an almost exclu- 
sive meat diet is that it is excessively 
stimulating to the gastric glands in 
cases where hyperchiorhydria compli- 
cates chronic gastric catarrh. | 

Until recently the possibility of the 
coexistance of these two conditions was 
not recognized, but various observers 
have shown of late that we may have 
an acid gastritis, that is a true catarrb- 
al inflamation, along with a highly ex-— 
cessive secretion of hydrochloric acid. 
My own clinical work has confirmed 
this view. Experiments conducted in 
my laboratory have demonstrated, as 
mentioned in a previous paper, that a 
meat diet powerfully excites the secre- 
tion of hydrochloric acid, thus tending — 


to exaggerate the condition of hyper- 


chlorhydria. 

Numerous patients were put on a 
diet of meat mainly and the stomach 
contents analyzed every one to two 
weeks after the usual Ewald test break- 
Some of these patients had in 
the beginning a normal proportion 
and others an excess of hydrochloric 
acid. The result was almost without 
exception a decided increase of the 
This was ee- 
pecially true in all cases of the hyper- 
chlorhydrics, except where the stimu- 
lating effect of the diet was counter- 
acted by large doses of an alkali anc 
sometimes even in spite of this. Ev:- 
dently, therefore, this diet howeve: 
useful in suitable cases, would be un- 
safe as a routine method in all, witl- 
out thorough analysis and tests 1” 
every case. 

Personally, I have found more diff- 
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culty in getting patients to carry out 
‘he meat-and-hot-water method, with 
the necessary strictness, for many 
months together, than in inducing 
them to submit to Javage with a diet 


somewhat more liberal though on sim- 


ilar lines. My results, too in chronic 
gastric catarrh have been better since I 
have been employing lavage along with 
a diet in which lean meat, eggs and 
milk predominate. excluding sugar, 
shellfish, hot or fresh breads, fried 
foods, all the less digestible vegetables 
as well as the coarse cereals and re- 
stricting starch foods to a few of 
the blandest in small amount, Stimu- 


lents and the stronger condiments are | 


cut off as arule, to which there are 
some exceptions. All -the more acid 
fruits,especially those with small seeds, 
and all hard and gritty articles incapa- 


ble of perfect solution, are strictly for- 


bidden. In the worst cases I frequent- 
ly, at first, prescribe either the pulp of 
lean beef or juice expressed from the 
same as almost the only food for a few 
days. When perfectly fresh eggs can 
be had they are usually added, being 
eaten either raw, soft boiled or poach- 
ed. The whites beaten up and taken 
raw agree well even when the stomach 
is very irritable and make an ideal food. 
fhen gradually the dietary is enlarg- 
od,watehing the effects upon the urine, 
‘nucous secretion, body weight and 
condition generally. | 

In the pronounced cases of gastric 
vatarrh with an excess of hydrochloric 
cid (acid gastritis) I often find, it 
1ecessary to restrict the dark meats 
“Specially, ordering eggs and milk in- 
stead, with the gluten preparations 


and a small amount of white wheaten 
bread, preferably in the dryer forms so 
as to obtain a larger admixture of the 
saliva. The farinaceous food in these 
cases should be predigested so far as 
possible by heat. It is sometimes well 
to let the patient take daily one lunch 
or light meal consisting mainly of 
bread or other preparations from 


grains, changed so far as it is practic- 


able by heat into dextrin, as in the 
form of toast or zweibach or the va- 
rious malted foods. Good fresh milk 
is a good accompaniment of such a 
meal. Otherwise he should be advised 
to take whatever carbohydrates there 
may be allowed, in the early part of 
one or more meals, following these 
later with meat or eggs. In this way 
the salivary digestion is given an op- 
portunity of proceeding well on toward 
its completion before the time—usual- 
ly about twenty to thirty minutes from 
the beginning of the meal—when the 
secretion of hydrochloric acid has be- 
come large enough to arrest the process. 

In the cases of gastric atrophy in 
which there is practically no longer 
any secretion in the stomach, I have 
not found a meat diet to suit well as a 
rule, even when full doses of hydro 
chloric acid and pepsin are given 
Sometimes eggs raw or lightly boiled 
agree better. Here, however, the best 
grades of the cereal preparations made 
of finely ground and bolted flours or 
meals with milk peptonized or not, 
according to the condition of the pan- 
creatic and intestinal secretions and 
with the addition usually of a certain 
amount of eggs, has seemed to succeed 
best. 
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But in the cases of chronic gastric 
eatarrh in which the secretion of the 
hydrochloric acid is merely diminished, 
the results from a diet of meat and 
eggs chiefly are often excellent. To 
supplement the work of the stomach 
glands hydrochloric acid can then be 
administered in quite small doses with 
usually the happiest results. 

Observations in my laboratory have 
shown beyond question that 0.3 to 0.6 
c.c. of the dilute hydrochloric acid 
given during the period of digestion 
in such cases tend strongly to promote 
the secretion of the gastric glands, so 
that it is not uncommon to find after a 
few weeks of such treatment, even 


when not conjoined with other roborant | 


measures, a largely increased per- 
centage of the acid as shown by anal- 
ysis after the usual test meal. 


In intestinal catarrh the selection of 
the diet must turn largely upon the 


condition of the stomach digestion. 
When the case is complicated by 
hyperchlorhydria the diet above recom- 
mended for that condition will gener- 
ally be the most suitable. These are 
cases in which a milk diet frequently 
gives the best result. The same with 
the cautious addition of meat juice 
and eggs will usually agree well in 
cases of intestinal catarrh with very — 


small or absent digestive power in the 


gastric glands, provided any deficiency 
in the secretion of the pancreatic juice 
shall be made up by the administration 
of a good active extract of pancreas. 
When the intestinal catarrh is con- 


‘joined with good stomach digestion— 


a not very frequent combination how- 
ever—there may be a full allowance of 
meat along with the blandest vegeta- 
bles and farinaceous foods, though 
even here milk and eggs will often 
agree better. 


How About Tea, or Coffee? 


JOHN FEARN, Oakland, California. 


In the treatment of chronic diseases 
especially, the question is frequently 
put to the physician. ‘Will tea or coffee 
injure me, and retard my recovery ?” 
This question cannot be always answer- 
ed in the affirmative; it requires careful 
study to answer the question sensibly. 
There are a set of faddists even among 
medical men, who. never have any 
trouble with these questions, their in- 
variable answer to such questions is, 
“Why of course these beverages are 
harmful always”; and some will even 


emphasize their opinions by declaring, 
“Why those beverages are poison to 
you.” Then there are other parties 
who are interested in the sale of sub- 
stitute drinks—and in many cases they 
are miserable substitutes. They oi 
course join in, in the senseless clamor 
as to the hurtful nature of tea or 
coffee. | 

Now this question is one that should 
be settled right. Ihave given some 
attention to this subject for a good 


many years, and the result of my 
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HOW ABOUT TEA OR COFFEE? a 


studies leads me to the conclusion that 


if we get good coffee and tea, no cheap 
adulterated stuff, if we then make it 
properly and use it, not abuse it, then 
the use of these beverages is not al- 


ways an evil; nay, instead of being an — 
enemy, it may be a friend; either of 
these beverages taken in moderation © 


may be spoken of as “The cup that 
cheers but not inebriates.’”’ 

Therefore, in a large majority of 
cases, when my patients ask me these 


questions, I say, ‘‘Well, how do you. 


feel after taking your cup of coffee 


with breakfast, or your cup of tea with 


supper’? If they tell me they feet 
bad and uncomfortable, I say to leave 
them alone; but if after partaking of 
these beverages,we feel better, brighter, 
and have a general and healthy sense 
otf well being, I say, ‘“‘Under these 
circumstances, do not discard these 
beverages.” In lands where these 
beverages are used, a very large per- 
centage of the adult population can 
call to mind times when they have 
been feeling nervous, depressed, weary, 
and have suffered with headache, and 
all these disagreeable sensations, have 
been quickly banished by a cup of tea 
or coffee; under these circumstances, I 
never interfere with a moderate use of 
these “remedies.” 

_ There are some habits which merit 
universal condemnation, as for in- 
stance, a woman once asked a famous 
London specialist whether he thought 
taking snuff injured the brain? He 
promptly replied, ‘‘No, madam, for 
people who have any brains will never 
take snuff.” But I affirm that no such 
sweeping statements can be made as 


to tea or coffee. 


to the beverages under consideration. 
It seems reasonable to suppose in this 
day of feverish excitement. and busi- 
ness competition and activity, that a 
harmless stimulant, such as we know 
these beverages to be, could be taken 
with advantage. 
Now let it be understood, I plead 
only for the moderate use of these 
things; you may become a slave even 
A few weeks ago I 
was taking my lunch on a bay steamer, 
I saw a young man with pale face and 
haggard countenance; he looked as 
though he had been turning night. into 
day, and burning the candle at both 
ends; he ordered black coffee and he 
could hardly get it strong enough; 
that dose to me, would have been 
poison, and yet that young man drank 
it with avidity. Coffee and tea used 
in moderation will cheer and stimulate 
both heart and brain, and who will 


say that this is not needed. 


That these things are abused goes 
without saying. A little while ago I 
was called to see a nervous and rather 
hysterical patient, her skin was dark 
much like a Chinaman’s whom we know 
to be inveterate users of tea, her ton- 
gue had a peculiar look that I have 
called the ‘tea drinkers tongue,” when 
I asked about her use of tea her friends 
undertook to answer for her, and I 
learned that she drank as many as 
twelve cups during the day. Of course 
this habit was soundly condemned; 
taking much less tea and a little medi- 
cine she soon improved. 

In conclusion never forget the old 
adage, “what is one man’s meat is 
another man’s poison.” I have afriend | 
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@ physician, who cannot take cheese 
into his stomach in any form but that 
it will prove a veritable poison, the 
spasmodic cramps, and the terrible 
vomiting to which it gives rise are 
something fearful. Consequently he 


steers clear of cheese. I have another 


friend, also a physician, to whom for 
many years a cup of good coffee was a 


necessary part of a good breakfast, buit 
some months ago a change took place, 
and if he takes coffee now he vomits 
his breakfast; consequently he takes no 
coffee, this is a sensible course. And 
in conclusion [t would repeat, when 
coffee or tea agrees with the sick, or 
well, let these beverages be used in 
moderation. | 


Obstetrics Extraordinary. 


H. L. HENDERSON, M. D., Astoria, Oregon. 


During the month of November, 


1897, there occurred a case of obstet- 
rics in this county, that in my humble 
Opinion deserves to be perpetuated in 
the annals of medicine,as one of the most 
barbarous, and exhibiting the greatest 
degree of ignorance on the part of the 
attendant, that has ever occurred on 
the Pacific Coast. 

A physician, whom we will call 
Doctor Smith, because that is not his 
name. who has been engaged in the 
practice of medicine for thirty years, 
was called to attend Mrs.Brown, which 
was not the name of the patient, in 
her third confinement. Her first con- 
finement had been uneventful, and in 
the second, she was attended by her 


husband only, as at that time they did 


not reside within the reach of a physi- 
cian. She was a woman of ordinary 
build and development, and her preg- 
nancy had been uneventful, so far as 


her general health would be consider- 


ed. The pains were not strong nor ex 
pulsive. ‘Lhey had been coming at 
irregular intervals for about twenty- 


four hours, but had produced no ex- 
haustion. At a little past twelve 
o’clock, the patient was up and moving 
about the huuse and took a fair meal, 
and continued to move about the house 
for two hours longer, when Dr. Smith — 
ordered that she be placed in bed, 
when he proceeded to attempt to apply 
forceps to hasten delivery. Just what 
occurred, will perhaps forever remain 
locked in the secrets of his breast: It 
is known that he failed to successfully 
apply the forceps, and he then attempt- 
ed to apply the perforator for the pur- 


pose of performing craniotomy. In 


this he also failed,, but he did succeed 
in horribly mutilating the child, with- 
out successfully emptying or opening 
the skull. The body of the child was 
finally dragged away from the mother, 
by the use of the blunt-hook, Ther 
he must have found that he had rup'- 
ured the uterus, or possibly natur: 
had done so, but such is hardly proba: 
ble. Then he thrust his hand throug! 
the vagina, and into the abdomen 0° 
the woman, and forcibly dragged away

a mass, and exclaimed, ‘‘My, what a 
tumor! Give me astring and a knife?” 
When the string and the knife were 
being brought, he by a hand over 
hand movement, dragged from the 


body of the women, five feet of the 


large intestines, and nine feet of the 
small intestines, and a piece of the 
larger omentum one foot in length! 
He tied a string around the upper 
portion cf the intestines, and cut it off! 
The lars. intestine was torn off at the 
rectum, leaving about five inches in 
the body! There was no string tied 
around the omentum at the point of 
severance! During all this butchery, 
the patient was conscious, as the at- 
tempt at abministering an anesthetic 
was a total failure. The butchery was 
all completed at three o'clock, while 
at two oclock the unfortunate women 


had been moving about the house! 


Death came to relieve her tortures at 
about half past four o'clock. 

The case attracted the attention of 
the authorities, and after the burial 
had taken place the body was exhum- 
cd, and an inquest was held by the 
Voroner, over the remains uf the poor 


woman, but the corpse of the mutilated 
child was not considered in the case. 
Why I do not know. 

_ Dr. Smith was indicted by the Grand 
Jury, and charged with manslaughter, 
in that he did not exhibit ‘“‘due caution 
and circumspection” in the manage- 
ment of the case. In course of time 
the case came to trial in the circuit 
court, when the above facts. were elicit- 


ed, The doctor exhibited certificates 


from the Examining Boards of several 
states, a diploma from a defunct 


Medical College, and a _ Certificate 


from a foreign Army service, and ad- 
mitted the facts as outlined above; 
claiming that the removal of the intes- 


tines and omentum was “done as a 
matter of NEATNESS, as the woman was_ 
bound to die any how.” The learned | 
Judge, (God save the mark!) instruct- | 


ed the jury, that “should you find that 
the doctor did the best that he could 
with his degree of knowledge, and un- 
der existing circumstances, you will 
find the defendant nor cuury! The 
jury after a deliberation of one hour, 
brought in a verdict of nor gauILty! 
Comment would be superfluous! 


Some Surgical Cases. 


M. E. VAN METER, M. D., San Francisco. 


Case I. Mrs. S—, was sent to me 
lrom the country. She hal suffered 
for years at. each menstruation, which 
Was very irregular as to time and un- 
certain as to quantity. Examination 
revealed a chronic endometritis with 
lvpertrophy of the uterine body; also 


an enlarged and prolapsed left ovary 
After two or three weeks treatment at 
the office, to overcome the more acute 
symptoms, she was sent to the hos- 
pital. After three days preparatory 
treatment, I curetted the uterus, thor- 
oughly, and removed the diseased 
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ovary. She made an uneventful re- 
covery, and has since menstruated 
normally, and is perfectly well. 

Case II. Mrs. W—, wife of Dr. W—, 
had been a sufferer for many months. 
Each menstrual period carrying her 
near to death’s door. The doctor had 
- done all for her, in a medical way, that 
could be done and had also dilated the 
cervix and made numerous applications 
of various kinds, all to no purpose. 
She finally got desperate and preferred 
death to such a life. I was called,and 
on examination found both ovaries en- 
larged and sensitive, the uterus ante- 
flexed and the whole pelvis involved in 
an inflammatory exudate, fixing the 
uterus and binding down the ovaries. 

On opening the abdomen, I found 
the ovaries and tubes in bad condition. 
I removed both ovaries and tubes, 
having to break up many adhesions. 
It took about fifteen minutes to remove 
the ovaries. At the doctor’s request I 
then did a ventral fixation, as she had 
been suffering much with her bladder, 
from the anteflexion and resultant 
pressure. She made a rapid recovery, 
leaving the hospital on the ninth day. 

Case III. Miss K—, had been suf- 
fering for several years with a severe 
pain in the side of the foot, beginning 
at the metatarsophalangeal joint and 
extending along the side of the foot 


and up the leg. On making an incis- 


ion, I found the metatarsal bone 
enlarged to about three times its nor- 
mal size. It was hollow with a flint- 
like shell, and filled with a clear fluid. 
I removed most of metatarsal bone,and 
also the little toe. The lady is now 
well but is threatened with a _ like 


then with silk. I then packed the 


trouble on the other foot. 

Case IV. Mrs. A—, a lady from 
Oakland, had been suffering for only a 
few weeks with, what she thought to 
be piles. On examination I found q 
hard, nodular tumor, as large as 
small orange, in the right ischio-recta] 
fossa. 

The tumor contained a gelatinous 
substance which would exude into the 
rectum and through an external open- 
ing, by pressure upon the tumor. 
Strange to say there had never been 
any fecal matter passed through the 
opening, nor any of the concomitant 
symptoms of a fistula, though the con. 
ditions were those of a complete fistula. 
I operated by making a free incision, 
external to the sphincter muscles and 
enucleating the whole mass, leaving 
sphincter muscles intact. J. then oper- 
ated through the cavity left by the re- 
moval of the tumor, and closed the 
opening in the rectum-—which was as 
large as my finger—first with cat-gut, 


cavity with gauze, which was removed 
about every three days and new gauze 
replacing it. The wound filled rapidly, 

Being suspicious that the tumor was 
sarcomatous, I submitted several sec- 
tions to a microscopist, who first re- 
ported nothing malignant; but later 
gave a report not so favorable. In five 
weeks from operation the growth had 
sprung up anew, at site of operation, 
and also on the other side of the rec- 
tum where there was none to be felt at 
all at time of operating; it fact the 
whole rectum was surrounded by the 
new growth. I have now advised het 
to have the whole lower segment of 
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the bowel removed, or let entirely 
alone; but as I cannot promise much, I 
doubt if she will submit to another 
operation. 

Case V. Mrs. S—, a of two 
children, the youngest fourteen months 
old. She has never been well since 
birth of first child eight years ago. 
Has had leucorrhea, painful menstru- 
ation, pain in left ovary, a lacerated 
cervix, and a badly retroflexed uterus. 
Sent her to the hospital and three days 
later I thoroughly curetted the uterus, 
repaired the cervix, removed both 
ovaries and tubes, as I found them 
both badly diseased, though she had 


complained of but one side, and then © 
did a ventral fixation to correct the 


retroflexion. She made a rapid re- 
covery, Without a rise of temperature. 

Case VI. Mrs. C—, a nervous and 
physical wreck, the mother of three 
children. Has been gradually getting 
worse since the birth of her first child. 
She had laceration of both the cervix 
aud perinaeum, and a urethral car- 
uncle. Removed caruncle, repaired 
cervix and perinaeum. The nervous 
symptoms have disappeared, she has 
cained flesh, and says she is well. 

Case VII. Mrs.—. This was an 
exceedingly interesting case on which 
operated for another physician. A 
laly in the forties, large, fleshy, and 
jolly. She menstruated regularly and 
hormally, with no hemorrheges; yet 
sie had a polypus as large around as 
i Orange and about four inches long 
attached near the fundus uteri and 
protruding through the cervix, with 
pedicle about one inch in diameter. 

The tumor was so vascular that it 
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bled profusely on the slightest‘puncture 
or laceration of its covering. After 


satisfying myself as to the true condi- 
tion of affairs, I began torsion, and 
after about five minutes of rapid twist- 
ing, I succeeded in separating the 
mass; bleeding going on rather alarm- 
ingly during the whole proceedure. 


After curetting and pinching off the 


remaining part of the pedicle, which 


excited a new flow of blood, I ther- 


oughly cauterized the point of attach- 
ment with crystal chromic acid, which 
soon controlled the loss of blood. I 
then packed the uterus with gauze. 
Patient is still under treatment and 
doing well, 

For lack of room, other interesting 
cases reported by Dr. Van Meter will

Dr. Albert Robin writes an editorial 
in to-day’s Herald on Dr. Pean’s death, 
and gives valuable advice about the 
treatment of pneumonia. He says: 
“Professor Pean died last sunday of 
infectious pneumonia. Only on Tues- 
day he was at the Academy of Medi- 
cine, full of life and health. He took 
influenza, but persisted in going out to 


visit his patients, with the result that 


pneumonia attacked him and carried 
bim off. Thisis a cruel instance of 


the havoc wrought by pneumonia in 


cases of the grippe. 


“Doubtless in the case of Professor 
Pean everything was done that ought 
to have been done,even the impossible; 
yet what can be done against infectious 
pneumonia, which kills in forty-eight 
hours.

“THE THERAPEUTIC VALUE OF 
ARSENAURO.””

To fully appreciate the therapeutic 
value of a diug, one must understand 
its limitations. No remedy can be 
made to do more than a limited. num- 
To ascertain just what 
pathologic conditions are modified or 
changed for the better by a given 
therapeutic agent is a task of no mean 
importance, yet an absolute necessity 
when we aim to be rational in our 


methods, 


For the past four years arsenauro 
has been one of the chief factors in my 
therapeutic armamentarium because o! 
its almost universal happy effects in 
the special line of work that I have, 
almost exclusively, engaged in. The 
body of work has been in the field o! 
denutrition, and false metabolism de- 
pending remotely upon gastric and 
intestinal indigestion. 

Itis not my purpose at this time tv 
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classify and enumerate an extensive 
list of such patients, but rather to give 
a very short clinveal history of a tpye 
‘ase in Which the phenomena that 
ieached the threshold of consciousness 
were sulliciently distinct to induce the 
(pinion that a diverse etiology, rather 
than a single line of cleavage, was 
necessary in order to reach a logical 
demonstration of the causative factors 
in operation, and therefore rationally 
outiine a therapeutic course destined 
to terminate in satisfactory results. 
Abnormal metabolism and denutri- 
tion express themselves in direct rela- 
tion with constitutional idiosyncracies, 
hygenic environments and the vulnera- 


bility of the organism. Bearing this 


in mind we can comprehend why one 
patient. will present a pathology of the 
lungs, another a kidney affection and 
still another a disease of the nervous 
system, while tke point of departure 
from the health line in all is the same. 

The first ease in which I noticed 
eratifying results following the exhi- 
bition of Arsenauro, was that of a 
traveling insurance adjuster who had 


suffered with gastric indigestion’ over 
a period of five years, in consequence — 
of which his blood stream was impov- — 


erished, his nervous system shattered 
and the whole organism working at 
the lowest possible pressure. The 
particular symptom that brought him 
iO me was insomnia. He was forced 
LO quit work on this account. A far- 
ther description of this case is unneces- 
sary as the clinical picture is familiar 
10 every one. A thorough cleansing 
and disinfection of the digestive tube 
vas the first step, after which I care- 


fully regulated the diet so as to insuer 
the great quantity of nutrition for the 
least amount of energy expanded by 
the digestive forces. Bathing,massage 
and electricity were ordered. The 
usual carminative and tonic drugs 


were exhibited. This course was per- 


sisted in for a month during which 


there was noticeable betterment, .but 


not sufficient to satisfy either the pa- 
tient or myself. I now withdrew all 
former drugs and gave him Arsenauro 
in ten. drop doses four times daily. In 
ten days the patient was sleeping com- 


fortably, eating and digesting fairly | 


well, and altogether was sufficiently 
recovered to go to work moderately. 
After sixty days constant use of the 
drug he announced himself as having 
entirely recovered and able to perform 
the exacting work required of him with 


ease and pleasure. 


The recital of this case will suffice 
to illustrate the groove into which 
arsenauro fits so perfectly.

Editorial.

Professor Zoeth Freeman, M. D. 


Professor Zoeth Freeman died at 
his home in Clermont County, Ohio, 
February 22nd, last. Soon if not al- 
ready, the old Faculty which repre- 


sented the E. M. Institute during the 


writer’s student days will be no more. 
king, Seudder, Howe, L. E. Jones, 
Judge and Zoeth Freeman, comprised 
the Faculty in those days, Judge fill- 
ing the two chairs of chemistry and 
)aysiology. Whether he still survives 
0. not is unknown to the writer. Pro- 
fissor Freeman lectured a part of the 
\ nter of 1868 on surgery, but was 
compelled, on account of sickness, to 
rtire, and went on a prolonged visit 
Nova Scotia. 
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He was a staunch Eclectic, and one 
of the pillars of the Old Institute for 
many years. He was nota fluent 
speaker, but was a thorough teacher 
and able operator. These qualities 
placed him high in the esteem of our 
class, the members of which regretted 
his departure much. 

Born in Milton, Queens County, 


Nova Scotia, July 17th,1826, and edu- 


cated in the provincial schools, he 
studied medicine and at the age of 


twenty-one,and attended lectures in the 


Buffalo Medical College during its 
first two sessions—the winter and 


spring of 1847. The following sum- 


mer he attended a course of lectures 
in the Eclectic School in Fredonia, 


New York, and the two consecutive — 


sessions of the Eclectic: Medical Insti- 
tute, graduating at the end of the 
spring term, 1848. From that time 


until 1872 he was almost constantly: 
engaged in teaching anatomy aad sur- | 
gery in various Eclectic medical col- 


leges. During the summers of 1848 
and °49, he served as Professor of 
Anatomy and Operative Surgery in 


the Rochester Eclectic Medical College. 


‘‘Demonstrated Anatomy in the Ec- 
lectic Medical Institute of Cincinnati, 
winter session of 1848 and spring 
session of 1849. Was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy and lectured on 
Anatomy, also demonstrated Anatomy 
in the dissecting rooms in the Medical 
Department of the Memphis Institute, 
an Eclectic College, its first and second 
sessions, 1849 and 1850. Was appoint- 
ed professor of Anatomy and demon- 
strator of Anatomy in the Eclectic 
Medical Institute, of Cincinnati, and 
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lectured on and demonstrated the 
same the spring and winter sessions of 
1851 and spring session of 1852. Re- 
signed the winter session of 1852, went 
south and practiced medicine in 
Shreveport, La. Was elected to the 
Chair of Surgery in the Eclectic Med- 
ical institute of Cincinnati, and re- 
turned and occupied that position the 
spring session of 1853 and the winter 
session of 1853 and spring session of 
1854. Transferred the Chair of Sur- 


gery to Prof. R. 8. Newton who had 
- formerly occupied it and was elected 


to the Department of Principles and 
Practice of Medicine, and lectured on 
the same for two succeeding sessions 
and then resumed the Chair of Surgery 


which he occupied up to 1872. He 


“He lectured on Clinical Medicine 
and Surgery in Newton's Clinical Insti- 
tute and performed many interesting 
surgical operations, treating all such 


- diseases as presented themselves be- 
fore the class, making it an attractive 


adjunct to the Eclectic Medical Insti- 
tute. He was in active practice of 
Surgery and Medicine while in Mem- 
phis and for the past forty years has 
been actively engaged in the practice 
of Surgery and Medicine in Cincinnati.” 

While not prominent at large in the 
Eclectic Medicine of the past twenty- 
five years, his activity and zeal in the 
cause during earlier times endeared 
him to all lovers of the cause, and his 
death will be learned with regret by 
many who profited by his teaching, 


precept and example, in the long ago. 


I know little of Professor Freeman 
personally, but remember that though 
rather reserved and dignified in his 


intercourse, he highly appreciated 4 
good joke, when it was not had at the 
expense of any innocent victim. [| 
once assisted him in placing some 
pebbles in the bladder of a cadaver 
upon which he was to demonstrate 
lithotomy on the following day, and 
recollect well the expression of inno- 
cent surprise when he discovered them 
upon diagnosing the case before the 
class. His ability as a surgeon and 


medical practitioner in those times 


were attested by a large and substan- 
tial patronage.

At a meeting of the Denver and 
Arapahoe: County Medical Society, 


February 8th, during the discussion 
of the paper on appendicitis, no men- 
tion was made of a means of treat- 
ment which in several cases has seemed 
to give good service. I refer to

“The original edition of this work 
was published in 1886. It was revised 
and enlarged in a second edition in 


1890. Within the period of seven 


years to this date (November, 1897) so 
many important advances have been 
made in surgical science and the oper- 
ative technique that the author has 
found it necessary again to revise and 
practically rewrite this volume. To 


add all that was new and acceptable to 


that which experience had already 
demonstrated to be useful has of neces- 
sity increased the number of pages 
and size of the book. By careful 
elimination of matter which could with 
least disadvantage be left out, this 
volume, however, only exceeds the 
former by one hundred and twelve 
pages.
